tor But nil) it iu the bud, by a timcl.v application 
of the hot water for Hflecn minutes, twice repented 
after sliort intervals, and you are certainly cured.

Adulterated Liquors. 
We perceive ;:>v a report in the New Yurk 
Journal of Commerce, that Dr. Co.x, Chemical 
Inspector of Liqug*^ in Hamilton county, 
Ohio, has been lecTCriiig in New \ ork on 
the ailultmaiiou of liquors, and accompany- 
in" hi.? remarks by illustrations, Tlie D.,c- 
tot' stated that he hati been analyzinp; li- 
quors for live years, and durin^'tliat Iiine had 
analyzed 'i,'.!T!> samples, alcoliolic and 
malt, and had found only 3.V) that wcic 
really pure. Two hundred ami hfiy wero 
ini.v'd liiiiif'f- All the remainder w.tu 
adulterated with Pnissic; acid, siilpluirio acid, 
pepper. sUaiiioiiium. Hiryoliiiiiie, !.*>:('. In 
Philadelphia, the Doeior had analyzed 
•'tillriples from twenly or thirty stores. In 
one arliole of larger bier, the chemical^ test 
hini Mii|iiiiirie in.i.l, .m'.iu, n.v.l ,v, >.■>..•. ■ 
phalli of iron. He coiild i.ol .I.M.n;l a siiiL'Ui 
gram of mall in il. lb; did nol lind asini,'lo 
sample of pure biandy in I'liilailelphia. 
While leading liiH leelnre on brandy in I'liib 
adelphia a liiiuor dealer iu tho nudience 
stepped forward and prodttOOd « spooiiiieii 
o.^ brandy, and offered the' Doctor a lar^je 
sum of inoiO Y if he eoilld delect the Hlitllit- 
esliraci! ol iululleralnm in il. He had S.'tO.OOf) 
worth of the same brandy in bond, and knew 
that it was pure. The Doctor subsequently 
analyzed it, mid found not a single droii (d 
pure brandy— notliiii« but whiskey, lusii oil, 
uitrie ucid, pepper, and other iiiyiedinils. 
In Ciiiciuuati ho had been called upon by a 
, gentleman who Inul oblaim .1 some Now 
York " pure brandy" horn a drug «' '"f 
his wile, who was in delicate hoalih, and 
had Kiveii h"r a spoonful of it, thereby 
makiiii' hor nnwoli. Tho doctor examined 
two casks of the brandy at the dru^ nIoio 
by request of thia penihmian, uiul Imind 
sulphurio aoid and prusnic uoid. The latter 
ingredient was obtained from ohoriy laurul 
or bitter almonds. From throri to livo 
oniiceM ol Hulphurie acid <ir oil ol vilriol are 
put mill a hairel (d whiski-y li> cnnverl it 
into " brandy." Sulphurio ami lie ileiecind 
by Ihe use of litmus paper, ami nrusHic aeid 
bv a solution of potash. Hn dirucunl the 
(Ini^r^ist lint 10 rill any more ol that "Now 
Yoik biaiidy ' Tho doolor thon ptociimlod 
iu nreituiiuo ul tliu uudienoe, to unalyxu u 
■tinpli of •< old Oltrd brandy.*' Hg ppurod 



some of it into a tumbler and dipped m a 
piece of litmus paper, the color of which 
was changed from a blue to a red, showing 
the presence of sulphuric aoid. The Doc- 
tor then tested for prussic aoid, and demon- 
strated its presence in the brandy by turning 
the liquor to a bine color. The Doctor 
tested some port wine, and found a large 
proportion of sulphurio aoid in it— applying 
chloride of barium as a test. He also found 
no alcohol in the port, whereas there should 
have been from nineteen to nearly twenty- 
six hundreths of alcohol. He had found in 
still Catawba" only four per cent, of alco- 
hol and considerable copper. The Doctor 
alluded ^ cases within his knowledge, 
where the use of drugged liquor had caused 
death, and concluded his lectur'e, which had 
been given in rather a rambling style, owing 
to the ill-hui.llh of the speaker, and frequent 
interruptions by inquirers among the au- 
dience. 

EXTHAORDINAKT ATTEMPT AT SUICIUE.— One 

of the most extraordinary and deliberate attempt.s 
at Kuifide we liavo over heard of is thus recorded 
by the Sheffield Telcwraph, as having occurnila 
short time since : .\ man named James Axon, 
aged 46 years, who described himself as a laborer, 
lijs been taken into custouy for attempting to 
hang himself. It appears that the man went to 
Ihe cemeterv gates, and asked permission to go 
into the grounds to see Ihe grave of his mother, 
but as he was not in a lit htalo to be allowed there 
the policeiiiau on duty f^efosed him admission, 
whereupon lie threatened to avenge iiiniself by 
committing; suicide. The.olliccr, with a feeUng of 
coldness tiint ivonld onlv add to the poor fellow's 
indignation, told him that ho could do as be 
pleased, never fc.'.rint; lhat he would be so rash as 
to carrv his threat into execution. The ' man, 
however, did so, lor he directly afterwards went to 
some lads who were playing a short distance oil', 
and told them ho was going to hauB hiMK.ell, if he 
could only find a likely spot for the job. The 
lads, too anxious to see the fun of the thing, 
helped him to seek a jilace fifr tho purpose, and 
the party adjourned into a neighboring grass-field 
attached to Mr. V-'ilson's snuff mill. A fine strong 
tree, with a irood stout bough, heie rewarded their 
research, and the man very methodically pi>)Cocded 
to tie his luindkerehief and a cord together, and 
atlachcil them to ihe branch above. Ifcevious to 
taking his final leave of them, ho said that he 
.■-luiuM like tociisehis mind, so that lie should 
have nolMii^ to tliink of, and to reward them for 
their t'uuldc, he would make his will and divide 
hi.i liltle stock among them, lie then jiroduced 
six or seven pennyworth of copjicr, and to the 
delight of Ihe lads, shared it among them, and in 
order to carry out his plans more ell'ectually, he 
told the senior of the party not to cut him down 
till he whistled. Tho lad promised to do so, and 
Axon attached the cord to his neck, and flung 
himself into the air. He had no sooner done so, 
than! blood gushed from his nose and mouth, and 
without waiting for tho signal, the lad cut the rope, 
and the would-be suicide came s))rawling to the 
earlh. llis first words were sound bluckiruarding 
1(1 the bovs around him, and an indignnnt reinon- 
:,,r.uire [ii ihe eUU-st of Ihem for not wailing a.s he 
had ],ri.uii-er, n Iding at the finish, as a sort of 
balm to the boy's feelings, " I told lliee to wait 
till I ivhi-llcd i,iy lail." "Yes," says ihe hul, 
" but vou didn't whi^lle, and illdn't look like it ;" 
a verv'sensilile reiiiark, iind in order to prevent 
.my further attempt Ihe boy g:i\e iiiforinalioii t(i a 
policeman who happened to be close by. The 
man was taken into cu.-itody, and locked up at the 
Town-hall, where he made a second attempt to 
kill himself by hanging with a towel.

Medical Bill. 



'Kttei doctoring bills for three months 
without curing any of the diseases of the 
body politic, the Assembly has hit on iht; 
ilfight expedient of cotifidcrin.!,' ii tloctors' 
""bill. And such a bill it is, that the sooner it 
becomes waste paper, the belier fur the 
community. Nothing but the anxiety of 
some oblieins members to have their ctin- 
etiUieiils killed sc-.ientifica!ly, could ever 
have imiuced any one to father it. As all 
nice schemes to benefit a particular class are 
usiidlly surrounded by a show of parenlal 
anxiety lo protect the dear people from inju- 
ry, so this doctors' bill is not a whit behind 
that to regnlate the legal fraternity, and 
benefit the community by an invidious mon- 
opoly to benefit; themselves. iixThe preamble 
to the bill says. Whereas'it'is necessary to 
distinguish qualified from iirqualified prac- 
jtitioners, Be it therefore enacted," etc. Our 
oppbrtunitieti to learn whether any such 
want has been expressed by the public, are 
rather extensive, and ws have failed to dis- 
ooVer 'any 'evil demanding such nn ennct- 
mont. We have discovered, however, that 
the doctors' bill is another selfish conlrivar.ce 
to throw the practice of medicine ciilirely 
into the hands ot British enrgeons and I'hy- 
sicians. Were we to require the services 
of a physician, it wonid be t)Ut natural 
to employ one uf thai illustrious faculiy. 
But we cannot see why the Americans, 
Germans, or French, who lorm a very con- 
siderable porliun of our population, should 
bo prohibited trom employing those who 
graduated in llieir own counjryjfas well as 
ourselves. A natural inference from the 
bill would be that foreign 'practitioners are 
not as good as British. Such a proposition 
is too.absurd to be listened .to;- for some of 
the most eminently scientific doctors in tne 
world are Americans, Germans and French, 
and some of the n-ost profound works on 
' medicine are from their pens. But a con- 
sequence of such an enacimiMit would be to 
drive foreign practitioners from the colony. 
That is amply sullicient lo order it lo bo 
laid under the table for six months, lo purge 
itself of pubPo contempt. 

The last clause of ihe bill prnliil.its 
apothecaries from prescribing mclicines for 
the commonest ills that llcsh is hoir lo, un- 
der penally of fine anil three moiiilis' im- 
prisonment. If a pcr.xon is atlack.Ml by the 
toothache, he must fir.sl fee Dr. San-ra.lo 
for a prescriplioii, and pay the apulliecary 
for coini)oniiiling it besides. Such good 
Samaritans a.^ the medical authors of II) is 
bill, are models in their way. ''Their anti- 
quated notions indicate a mind diseased, 
and the sooner the rooted idea of their own 
sorrow at the want of patients is oxtracieil, 
by librialijing the profession, through leav- 
ing ii as it i«. the better. ' Sttch an exploded 
idea a« imprisoning for three months an 
apotheoary,or an old woman, for presciribmi; 
Ibeir nostronis, is a fitting /Inafe to a narrow- 
ooptracled bill designed forindividnal bene- 
fit; and the public money spent in examin- 
ing U ought to bo charged to their account. 
Society will protect itself sulfu-iontly wiiti- 
out any anaotment ; and in fu't no enact- 
ment can suppress quack nn ilioi.ics or 
quack dootots, or ever make t;ond surt;i'oiis 
and physicians out of medical -indents u iili 
merely parchment diplomas. So the whole 
lliin." deserves u si-viti? Idling alone. 



Fireman's Protection Bill. 



Ostensibly this bill is to protect firemen 
against suits at law, in case damayo is done 
to property in suppressing fires, either by 
tearing down or blowing up buildings. So 
far so good. Concealed, however, is the 
important fact that a Chief Engineer nan be 
appointed by the votes of the companies 
through registering their names in the Su- 
premo Court. It certainly would have been 
more manly to have staled in plain words 
that such an object was desired,''Brid that it 
was tlie principal object of the bill. Some 
person or persons lo guide the companies in 
extinguishing fires is necessary, beyond a 
doubt; but we hgye very grave doubts 
whether the whole |)bwer:of ohoosirig the 
parties should devolve on the fire compa- 
nies. Such a course has obtained in the 
United Slate-, and is said to ,work well. 
Elsewhere «e havt known Firer^Wardens to 
answer equally well ; and we see no good 
reason why we should not adopt Ihe laller 
instead of ihe former. If a Chief Engineer 
is elected, a salary will be expected. Thai 
we cannot afford ; and no one will care 
much for the ollice williont eniolumenis, 
Everybody'.s property will be exposed to be 
lorn down or blown up in case of a ccntla- 
gration, and consequently the property-hold- 
ers should have a voice in .saying who they 
will entrust with the tearing down power. 
The fire companies are not everybod)', and 
should not have all the say., t We are not 
disposed, lIo^vever,^o place.the appointment 
in the hands , of the JE^cepUtiye;. A'better 
course would-be to iucprporata the town as 
quickly as possible, and grant the City Fa- 
thers |)ower to make ordinances for the en- 
tire re;;ulalion of the Fire Cepartmenl. 
'I'licy then could either consent to have a 
Child Engineer, or, what would answer 
eqinilly as well, appoint fmir or five Fire 
Wardens, making it compulsory lo ac!, or 
have them elected by all the voters. Else- 
where in this issue the Fireman's Protection 
Bill will be found.

House of Assembly 

TDE8DAY, Juno.l2th, 1860. 

House met at hiilf-past 3 o'clock. Tresent— 
Speaker Hplnicken, and Messrs. Gordon, Coles, 
Cooper, Foster, Crease, Green, Franklin, Gary, 
Southgate, Tolinic, iMcDonnld and Waddington. 

Mr. Waddington gave notice of a motion that 
the Rouse go into cqmmittee at an early day on 
the bill for the amendment of the liquor license 
law. 

House went into Committee of the Wliole on the 
Estimates, Mr. Waddington in the chair. 

The chairman stated that " Stutemcnt A " was 
now in order. The first item was that alio wm? 
the Uegistrar of the Supreme Court £260 per an- 
num. 

Mr. Foster— I object, sir, to going any further 
into these Estimates, on the same grounds that 
I have objected to the appropriation of funds all 
along, I make tjiis objection more particularly on 
account of tlic resolution brought into the House 
by the member from Esquimalt, last Thursday, m 
the course of the discussion on which ho ais- 
tinotly told us that we had no other source of reve- 
nue than that derived from tlie sale of lands. If 
we vote the sums, the (lousd puts itself in a very 
queer position. 1 never yet heard of supplies 
having been voted in piirliamput, and tlicMi after- 
wards ii resolution put in, saj inn tliey would not 
pay the sums until certiiin stipulations were com- 
plied with. The hoii. Rpntleinan, in conclusion, 
moved an adjournment of the whole matter. 

Without further debate, the question was put 
and lost: Ayi'S— Vaster, Crease, Coles, Cooper, 
McDonald; jioci ■— Gordon, Green, Franklin, 
Gary, Southgate, Tolmiei Holmcken. 

Mr. Crease moved that the Begistrar of the Su- 
preme Court also fulHll the duties of Kegistrar of 
Titles and Deeds, and that ho be allowed the sum 
of £400 per annum. The Kegistrar of the Su- 
premo Court has not now enough work for one 
person. He should be a legal man, and fully 
conversant with the duties. In the present state 
of our finances, wo should consolidate the oiUces 
of Uegistrar of the Supremo Court and the Uegis- 
trar of Deeds and Titles. There will be more than 
enough funds from the fees of the Supremo Court 
to pay liis salary. , 

Mr. Uelmckcn said he tluiusht that the llcf^is- 
trar of Title Deeds would have more than enough 
to do, and could not attbiid to any otlier duties. 

Mr. Grease proposed that the Kegistrar of the 
Supreme Court sliiinid have a clerk — the clerk to 
be in the Court, and the Uegistrar always in his 
odice. 

Mr. Gary rose to propose an amendment, and 
represented that the duties of Uegistrar would be 
very onerous} but ho did not think a eoiniietent 
man would find any difficulty in getting aloni;, with 
the assiiitance of a clerk. 

Mr. Franklin— Until w'o know whether wo'«are 
to have a Ke^-istrar of Deeds, we are not I'alled 
upon to vote supplies for thatoiliecr. The Regis- 
trar of Deeds would have enough to dn for the 
fust six months, without attending to any other 
duly. 

' The Chairman— The sum set for the Registrar 
of the Supreme Court in the Ksiimates is £200, 
and the miiu for the Registrar of Deeds is £300. 

Mr. Ilelmcken— The salary is altogether too 
small to obtain a competent man. 

Mr. Gary — A competent man ean easily be pro- 
cured who will perform the duties in a proper 
manner for that salary. 

jMr. Franklin thought this was not the time to 
take up the matter of Uegistrar of Title Deeds ; 
but wlien it was decided that , the .office of Uegis- 
trar was to exist, we shotildj.findiiio difficulty in 
paying his salary out of theVfees collected in his 
otfice. ' ' , ' ' 

The Chairman— We are not voting any moneys ; 
we are merely fixing the salaries. 

Mr. Foster thought it was very improper for the 
House to vote any . salary whatever, until we had 
the state of our affairs laid before us. 

Mr. Crease moved as an amendment, that the 
Ri'giitrar of tlio Supreme Court, wlio shall also 
perform the duties of UeRistrar of Title Dncds, 
filial! receive the sum of £2-30 per annum until he 
is authoiiiied to act m llegUtrar of Deeds and 'i i- 
tles, when he shall receive the sum of £400 per 
annum. 

The Chairman— I can readily understand tiiai it 
is a matter of economy conscdidating the two 
ofKces, yet I cannot see the propriety of entir- 
iiig upon the question in so lame a manner. 'I'he 
K.<tiniales are laid before us in so singular a 
shape. 

Mr. Gary— It is impossible that the ICstimaics 
can bo laid before us in any other shai)e than 
they are. _ , , • 

Mr. Crease's amendment was adopted unani- 
mously. ' ' . _ 

Tlic salary of the clerk of the. Registrar was 
next considered. 

Mr. Creas( — I move that the clerk of the Regis- 
trar of the Sni'riMiie Court be allowed £M0 per 
annum, and that £100 he allowed for eoniingcn- 
eies. The animint for contingencies slinnld piiy 
for the stationary, pens, ink, and jiapcr, ll^'hli^^^ 
fire", etc., as liniL; as we honor the bupreiue Court 
vHh our ]ircsf ncc. 

Mr. (iordon said £150 a year was too little; it 
was .ihont $2 per day, while a bricklayer's laborer 
could (am S2 oO. He moved tbftt the clerk be 
allowed £200 per annum. I / .' i • 

Mr. Ilelmcken— We wmnot raise salaries; we 
can only reduce them. 

>Uu Foster would Hke veiy much to seethe 
matter of contingencies struck out, as the House 
had no stcuritv as to the manner in which it 
would be applied. lie would prefer that tlii' 
clerk should havo an additional a:dary, and that 
he furnish the nccesnary supplies hiiiisclf.

If I have a sore finger, and 
go into Mr. Langley's, and ask him for a little 
salve, and he gives it to me, he is liable to pay 
£,'')0. If I have a stomach-ache [great laughterj, 
and I go in, and sav— •' My good sir, give mo a 
remedy," and he furnishes it, he has to pay £.)0. 
This i.s the bill we are asked to pnss. There is the 

the bill. .Viiy old woiiian, liowi'vcr, is as guod a.s 
a doctor in such cases. It really seems to me that 
men are t« be killed by art, and women by igno- 
lanee. [Laughter]. We are Bskcd to protect the 
nieili'. d profession. The next thing we may l,» 
asked for will bo to protect mechanics. [Laughter]. 
In Germany, they protect ale-houskeepers, and 
barbers, and road-makers ; but it will not do here. 
I move that the second reading of the bill be post- 
poned for six months. 

Jlr. Foster did not favor the hill. He thought 
the people would soon find out what a physician 
was worth, and if not to be relied on, would avoid 
him. If this were passed, otlier professions and 
trades would come forward and ask for nrotective 
bills. The passage of this bill would enhance the 
fees to an ciiorinous extent. 

Mr. Franklin would oppose the bill, unless a 
great necessity for it was shown on the part of tho 
public. A man's ability will soon be discovered 
here. 

Mr. Cary supported the second reading of the 
bill. The foaming glass of champagne does not 
often v'litthe lijis of the medical student; he is 
too often compelled to bo content with the homely 
pot of ale and the crust of brown bread.* [Laugh- 
ter.] The hon. gentleman [Mr. Waddington] ac- 
knowledges he has not^ead tho bill— he discovers 
the principle of the bill without reading it I But 
tlfcro is nothing in tho shape of monopoly in thi 
bill.

The House of Commons' 

Wo enpy the following huinornus sketch 
of a vitiil to the House of Commons, from 
tho London I?is;ja(cA. It is worthy a peru- 
sal : 

AdmisKion to tho gallery of the Houno is gained 
by an order from a member. It is necessary, in 
order to avoid waiting, to be in attendance some 
time previously to the opening of the House, when 
the entrance is throufih the long corridor lioyond 
"Westminster Hall. Unfortunate individuals who 
fail to arrive in tlmo, are doomed to undergo a 
species of torture as ingenious as it Is unexpected. 
They have to pass through the Hall, and into tho 
long chamber adorned with the statues of Parlia- 
montary notabilities.- Hero they take their places 
in line, awaiting their turns of admission as vacan- 
cies occur in tho gallery. A courteous policeman 
is seated at tho further end, and Ills bliinil nimincrs 
(,'ive little indication of the nature of his functionB. 
Startling as it may appear, he is the principal a(!ent 
of a system of physical tnrturc, to winch patriotic 
constituents, anxious to witness the oratorical per- 
formances of their chosen representatives, and 
students of Parliamentary proceedings are sub- 
jected. Along the aides of the hall are stone scats, 
of capacious breadth, and apparently offering a 
comfortaiile resting-place for the weary visitors, 
who, in obedience to the mandate of the policeman, 
seat themselves in due order. For a few moments 
theyare comfortablB enough. There are the statues 
of Hampden. Clarendon, Somors, Chatham, his 
aon, the "heaven-born Minister," Burne, and 
Qrattan, to observe and criticise; thcro is the at- 
tendant, lighting the gas by means of a fishing- 
rod; there are the pleasant anticipations of Glad- 
stone's eloquence and Disraeli's denunciations, to 
help the hundred and odd waiters to wile away the 
time. But suddenly they awake to the conscious- 
ness that the seats are unpleasantly warn;, and are 
rapidly getlinir hot. and the truth flashes upon 
their minds. The hot-water pipes, connected with 
the heating apparatus of the building, are imme- 
dialely beneath the seats, which are quickly assum- 
ing the temperature of a muthn-platc or nn 
ironing-stove. "Oh, I say !" simultaneously shout 
hidf-a-(iuzen iiidopeiident electors, jumping hur- 
riedly from their scats, and clapping their hands 
til their trousers. "Sit d"wn, gentlemen," says 
the policeman ; "you must keep ^'our seats if you 

Ell a e !" and down go the unwilling victims, awed 
) the authority of the bland oflSciHl, and appre- 
hensive of being cxcHi 'cd altogether il they dare 
tn dispute. Ovrcoals are hurriedly folded into 
thick cushions, and thus protected, some, luckier 
than the rest, defy the heat. At long intervals, 
another policeman appears, and suleniiily utters 
" First four," and away march, under his esciirt, 
tho premier qnarlel, glad I'lmuuli to bu relcn.-ed 
from their perforuiaiice in rlie r.irliainentary fry- 
ing-pan, but leeliuK that, walking in single tile, 
with a policeman looking sharply after them, is 
not the most dignified mode in which free eiii/.eiiB 
wh'i come to see that their representatives do their 
duly, can enter the (!cmInllll^•' House In fact, a 
dim suggestion lif disreputable processions in con- 
nection with " ninhl charges" appears to haunt 
ihcir mind*. "Close up," says the policeman in 
the hull, and up jump the poor half-broilcd expec- 
tants, hoping, butinyain, to find a cooler plaee, 
ano painfully conscious of the i-.n perfections of 
modern doeskin and fancy mixtures, so far as 
retittanee to heat is involved. At length, after 
BometirocK two, or even three, hours' waiting, 
patience is rew.arded by .idmis-ion to the wished tor 
gnll'-ry, anil the pi 'Ce of torture is (luitted. But 
what a I'ei'ling of adiniraiion must remain for tho 
exquisite discretimi nl' the architect and contrivers 
of the heaiint! apparatus, who placed the biirniug 
pipes imintiliately beneath the benches on which 
the public are ciiinpelled to sit ! We suspect that 
Harry Holeno or Tom .Matthews must li.ive been 
ci'i ■•ilted. There is a touch of the hot-poker line 
of pantomimic fun about it, only the joke is height- 
ened by tr.'ustrs being seori'lii d as well as Tan'-a- 
loons, 'a tom-cat, or a sal iin ndor, or arhinoecrns 
woiilil, perhap.-, i ii jov llie piisitiiiii : but I'.niflish- 
meii arc a ihiii-skiiimd laie, and 'iliject tu .such a 
warm reception.
